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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending December 17 
was up 18 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but was 3 
per cent below the corresponding period in 1948, and for 
the first 11 months of the year was 6 per cent below last 
year, according to the New York Times Business Activ- 
ity Index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 4 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but were 13 per 
cent below the corresponding period last year, and for 
the first 11 months of the year were 20 per cent below 
the same period in 1948. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 2 per cent 
in November from October, but were 6 per cent below No- 
vember 1948, and for the first 11 months of the year were 
2 per cent below last year. 


Total Personal Income, seasonally adjusted at annual 
rates, was up fractionally in November from October, but 
was 3 per cent below November 1948, and for the first 
11 months of the year was down fractionally from last 
year. Salaries and wages income was substantially un- 
changed in November from Oc- 
tober and 3 per cent below No- 
vember 1948, but for the first 11 
months of the year was 2 per 
cent above the same period last 
year. Non-agricultural income 
was up fractionally in November 
from October, at a level only 
slightly below November 1948, 
and for the first 11 months of the 
year was 2 per cent above last 
year. 

Industrial Production, accord- 
ing to the Federal Reserve Board 
Index, was up 2 per cent in No- 
vember from October, but was 12 
per cent below November 1948, 
and for the first 11 months of the 
year was 9 per cent below last 
year. 

Electric Power Production was 
up fractionally in November from 
October, 1 per cent from No- 
vember 1948, and 8 per cent for 
the first 11 months of the year. 

Bituminous Coal Production 
was up substantially in November 
from October, but was 18 per cent 
below November 1948, and for the last 11 months of the 
year was 28 per cent below last year. 

Steel Production was up substantially in November from 
October, but was 47 per cent below November 1948, and 
for the first 11 months of the year was 13 per cent below

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IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 2 per cent in 
November from October, 13 per cent from November 1948, 
and for the first 11 months of the year were 4 per cent 
below last year. 


Agricultural Income dropped 6 per cent in November 
from October, 9 per cent from November 1948, and for the 
first 11 months of the year was 14 per cent below the same 
period last year. For the first 11 months of the year, 
declines were reported in income from meat animals, 
dairy products, grains, and poultry and eggs. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up substantially in No- 
vember from October and was 1 per cent above November 
1948, but for the first 11 months of the year was 24 per 
cent below last year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded, dropped 22 per cent in November from 
October, but was 104 per cent above November 1948, and 
for the first 11 months of the year was 9 per cent above 
last year. Residential and non-residential construction 
dropped 25 per cent and 61 per cent, respectively, in No- 
vember from October, but public 
works and utilities construction 
was up 186 per cent. 


Retail Sales of independent 
dealers, adjusted for the number 
of working days, were up 2 per 
cent in November from October, 
but were 5 per cent below Novem- 
ber 1948, and for the first 11 
months of the year were 3 per 
cent below last year. 


Department Store Sales were 
up 20 per cent in November from 
October, but were 7 per cent be- 
low November 1948, and for the 
first 11 months of the year were 
7 per cent below last year. Sales 
of retail food and lumber dealers 
were down 7 per cent and 16 per 
cent, respectively, in November 
from October, but sales of appar- 
el and furniture dealers were up 
6 per cent in November from Oc- 
tober. Sales of furniture dealers 
in November were 3 per cent 
above November 1948. For the 
first 11 months of the year, as 
compared with the same period 
last year there was a drop in sales of food, apparel, furni- 
ture and lumber. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales dropped 5 per cent in No- 
vember from October, were 4 per cent below November 
1948, and for the first 11 months of the year were 2 per 
cent below last year.

last year. The steel industry operated at 52 per cent 
of capacity in November as compared to 11 per cent 
in October when steel operations were curtailed be- 
cause of the strike situation. 

Manufacturing Employment dropped 1 per cent in 
November from October, was 12 per cent below No- 
vember 1948, and for the first 11 months of the year 
was 9 per cent below last year. Manufacturing pay 
rolls dropped 3 per cent in November from October, 
14 per cent below November 1948, and for the first 
11 months of the year were 7 per cent below last 
year. 

Wholesale Commodity Prices eased fractionally in 
November from October, were 8 per cent below No- 
vember 1948, and for the first 11 months of the year 
were 6 per cent below last year. 

Retail Food Prices were up fractionally in No- 
vember from October, but were 3 per cent below 
November 1948, and for the first 11 months of the 
year were 4 per cent below last year. 

Department Store Prices dropped fractionally in 
November from October, were 4 per cent below No- 
vember 1948, and for the first 11 months of the year 
were 1 per cent below last year. 

Cost of Living was up fractionally in November 
from October, but was 2 per cent below November 
1948, and for the first 11 months of the year was 
1 per cent below last year.

AKRON 

Total employment decreased during November, 
2 per cent from October, but it was 9 per cent great- 
er than in November 1948. Total pay rolls followed 
the same trend, increasing 12 per cent from No- 
vember 1948. 

Bank debits decreased 1 per cent from October, but 
they were 1 per cent greater than in November 
1948. Retail sales increased 11 per cent from Octo- 
ber but they decreased 3 per cent from November 
1948, and the first 11 months of 1949 were 4 per cent 
less than the same period of 1948. Cost of living 
decreased fractionally from October and was 2 per 
cent less than in November 1948.

COLUMBUS 

Total employment decreased 3 per cent during 
November from October, and it was 15 per cent be- 
low November 1948. Manufacturing employment de- 
creased 14 per cent from October, while non-manu- 
facturing employment increased 3 per cent from 
October. Pay rolls in general showed greater de- 
creases than employment except in the case of con- 
struction when pay rolls and employment showed 
slight increases. 

Bank debits increased 7 per cent from October, 
but were 12 per cent less than in November 1948. 
Retail sales increased 3 per cent from October and 
2 per cent from November 1948. Of the eight cities 
reviewed in these paragraphs, Columbus is the only 
one showing an increase in sales from November 
1948. Retail food prices decreased 2 per cent from 
October and 6 per cent from November 1948. 


DAYTON 

Total employment decreased 1 per cent during 
November from October and was 12 per cent below 
November 1948. Each of the components of employ- 
ment showed very similar changes, except construc- 
tion which was 4 per cent above November 1948. 
Pay rolls showed general decreases which were 
somewhat larger than the corresponding decreases 
in employment. 

Bank debits increased fractionally from October 
1948 and were 8 per cent below November 1948. 
Retail sales increased 16 per cent from October but 
were 12 per cent below November 1948. Cost of liv- 
ing decreased fractionally from October, and was 3 
per cent less than in November 1948. 


TOLEDO 

Total employment decreased 2 per cent during No- 
vember from October and was 20 per cent below 
November 1948. Manufacturing employment de- 
creased 5 per cent from October, while non-manu- 
facturing employment increased 1 per cent from 
October. Pay roll changes were very similar to em- 
ployment changes. 

Bank debits decreased 7 per cent from October 
and were off 10 per cent from November 1948. Re- 
tail sales increased 7 per cent from October but 
were 10 per cent less than in November 1948. Cost 
of living increased 1 per cent from October but was 
2 per cent below November 1948. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Total employment increased 16 per cent during 
November 1948. Manufacturing employment in- 
creased 35 per cent while non-manufacturing em- 
ployment decreased 2 per cent from October. Pay 
roll trends followed employment very closely. 


Bank debits decreased 10 per cent from October 


and were 25 per cent less than in November 1948. 
Retail sales increased 16 per cent from October but 
they were off 11 per cent from November 1948. Cost 
of living increased fractionally from October but it 
» was 4 per cent below November 1948. 

4 The steel industry operated at an average rate of 
86 per cent of capacity in November. 
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Medium and small-size manufacturing counties in Ohio 
scored the greatest percentage gains in manufacturing 
between 1939 and 1947.

from a low of 85 per cent to a high of 587 per cent. In 
the accompanying table, the value added by manufacture, 
the percentage distribution by counties for 1939 and 1947 
and the percentage increase from 1939 are shown. Gains 
greater than average occurred for counties that had larger 
shares of the state total in 1947 than in 1939. Counties 
that had smaller shares in the later year gained less than 
the average. 


In this analysis, Ohio’s 88 counties were divided into 
three groups based on their shares of the total value added 
by manufacture in 1939. The first group consisted of the 
14 counties that had 1 per cent or more of the state total 
value added by manufacture in 1939. Since the state total 
was more than two billion dollars, 1 per cent would be 
more than 20 million dollars. As value of produce was 
more than twice the value added by manufacture, 1 per 
cent would represent, on the average, between 40 and 50 
million dollars’ worth of goods. These 14 counties are scat- 
tered widely over Ohio, thus indicating that the state’s 
industrial structure is somewhat decentralized. 

The 14 big manufacturing counties turned in a total 
value added by manufacture of $1,750,838,000 in 1939, or 
82.7 per cent of the state total. In 1947, the same 14 
counties had a total of $5,066,783,000 in value added by 
manufacture. Their percentage of the state total de- 
clined to 79.7. Four of the 14 increased their shares slight- 
ly, 8 had smaller percentages than in 1939, and 2 were 
unchanged. The gain of the group was 189 per cent, some- 
what below the state average. 

The “medium-sized” manufacturing counties were the 
41 that had between .1 or 1 per cent and 1 per cent of the 
state total value added by manufacture in 1939. They cov- 
ered a range from slightly over 2 million dollars to almost 
20 million dolars in value added by manufacture in 1939, 
or between 4.5 and 45 million dollars’ worth of total prod- 
uct. They are also widely scattered. 


Value added by manufacture in these 41 counties in 1939 
was $333,268,000 or 15.7 per cent of the state total. In 
1947, their value added was $1,123,485,000, or 17.7 per 
cent of the state total. The gain of this group was 237 per 
cent, significantly above the state average of 201 per cent. 

On value added by manufacture, 19 counties of the me- 
dium-sized group increased their shares of the state total 
between 1939 and 1947, and 5 counties had smaller shares 
in 1947 than in 1939, and 17 were unchanged. 


Adding the two groups together, the 55 most industrial- 
ized counties of Ohio accounted in 1939 for 98.4 per cent 
of the state total. Their 1947 share of the total value 
added was almost as large, 97.4 per cent. Their combined 
rate of increase was 197 per cent, almost the same as that 
of the state. 


The remaining 33 counties of Ohio had a total of less 
than 2 per cent of the state total in 1939 and more than 
2 per cent in 1947. Individually considered, 19 of the small 
manufacturing counties increased their shares in the 
eight-year period, 1 was unchanged, 9 showed smaller per- 
centages, and 4 could not be ranked because complete fig- 
ures were not given. The gain of the group was 426 
per cent.
